Much has been said dunng March 
National Women’s History Month 
about the women’s movement 
and its future. Women have made 
great strides, some say, but others 
insist there is sull a long way to go 
How have CSUS women benefitted 
from the movement during the last 
20 years? 

In 1967 this campus was called 
Sacramento State College. It had a 
full-time student population of 8,837, 
and 520 full-time faculty members 
One hundred members of the faculty 
(20 percent) were women 

Over the last 20 years, the campus 
has undergone many changes, in- 
cluding the changing of its name to 
California State University, Sac- 
ramento. Its fuil-tume students now 
number 23,149, its full-time faculty 
925. Two hundred fifty-seven faculty 
members (28 percent) are women 

Women in positions of power 
were rare 20 years ago. The president 
of the Califorma State Colleges was 
Ronald Reagan. All five positions in 
the Office of the Chancellor of the 
CSC system were held by men 
Among the 16 appointed trustees. 
only one —~ Mrs. Philip Coniey 
was a woman. 


foday, Governor George Deuk- 
mepian is president of the Cahforma 
State University system. Four of the 
positions in the Office of the Chan- 
ceilor are held by imen, but the 
chancellor is Dr. W. Ann Reynolds 
Oui of the 19 CSU trustees, 6 are 
women 

On this campus in 1967, Margaret 
McKoane and Suzanne A. Snively, 
M.D. were the only women among 
33 administrators. Now the ad- 
ministration has grown to 60 
positions: 1S of them are held by 
women. Incidentally, Snively ts one 
of those 15 

Forty-four percent of students 
here in 1967 were women. This 
semester, that percentage has in 
creased to 55. Director of Admussions 
and Records Larry Glasmure says he 
has witnessed “a steady increase in 
number of female students over the 
last three years.”

As the numbers of female students 
grew, the university developed 
programs to meet their needs 
Division Planning Director Shirley 
Uplinger, who came to CSUS in 
i973, applauded the university's 
development of the women’s studies 
department and the Women’s Re 
source Center. She also mentioned 
changes that have been made to 
improve the safety of women on 
campus 

The women’s studies department 
was established in 1973. The pro- 
gram provides students with a 





disciplinary and interdisciplinary 
model for the study of women’s 
contributions to culture, knowledge 
and society 

Theresa Corngan of the women’s 
studies department is encouraged by 
the progress campus women have 
made, but asserted that the battles 
for improvements have been long 
and difficult. “I think we've seen 
pretty consistently that the university 
will respond to pressure,” said 
Corngan 

She explained that the pressure 
for better conditions tor women 
must come from students as well as 
organizauons. Women have to “push 
damn hard 
Corngan stated 

The Women’s Resource Center 

othcially established in 1986 
sinves to help both women and men 
understand the relationship between 
sexism and other forms of oppression 
it has a lending library of books 
dealing with women’s issues, and 
works closely with the women’s 
studies department 

In addition, the center offers 
support and peer advising for women 
iN transition or crisis, and wall assist 
students in filing sexual harassment 
complaints. It also accepts anon- 
ymous reports from rape vicums 

In an effort to prevent rapes and 
muggings. the Department of Publi

College women are the most susceptible 
Rape — the occupational hazard of every woman

CSUS students, faculty and 
administrators are becoming aware 
of a very real problem —- rape. Rape 
is a violent, physical and emotional 
assault. Studies have found that 
college-age women are the most 
suscepuble to this terrible crime. 


January 1986 

An acquaintance rape was 
reported to the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. No conviction was made 
for the rape, which was reported a 
month after its occurence. 


September 1985 
A woman was assaulted in the 
music building. The police were 


never sure whether to report the 
crime as a possible rape. The vicum 
fought back and the assailant fled, 
but took her purse 


June 198i 

A female was assaulted on the 
bike trail. The police found her as 
she stumbied through the bushes 
The woman was taken to the hospi- 
tal but refused to talk to the police 


November 1980 

Two female roommates are raped 
in their dorm room. The assailant 
pried open a window, which had 
been left open an inch. The atiacker 
then hid in the women’s closet and 
waited for their return. When the 
women returned to their room, the 


assailant shut the door behind them 
and attacked them 

The assailant repeatediy asked 
the women for money and drugs. 
The police believed the assailant to 
be a non-student whose initial intent 
was probably to burglanze

According to Lynn Cooper of 
CSUS’ Department of Women’s 
Studies, the program would look at 
such things as the physical environ- 
ment of the campus and improve- 
ment of the escort service as well as 
workshops and lectures on rape 
awareness and prevention. 

“There is no special advertising 
that is done for the escort service, 
and it is a very good service. Over

750 Art House needs new location

In August of 1986, an 1 1-member group of artists 


combined their efforts, their hopes and their power 
tools to turn an empty house on Fulton Avenue into a 
thriving art show place 

The 750 Art House opened successfully on Nov. 15 

“People were very open, we didn’t expect that,” 
said Brigitte Reichl, coordinator for the group. “I was 
surprised — there was a lot of weird stuff there.” She 
added that their second show, enutled “Myth Concep- 
tions,” Onginally scheduled to run through March 28, 
was equally well received 

Complications arose because extensive publicity of 
the Art House’s first opening aroused public suspicion 
that a commercial operation was being run ina scsiden- 
ual area 

Because of the zoning question, the Sacramento city 
planner suggested the artists make other arrangements 

“For all intensive purposes, it was (is) nota gallery,” 
but rather, a place to exhibit, according to Linda 
LaBella, an Art House member 

“It was pretty much understood that the house 
would be sold in a year, anyway,” said Jill E. Poole, 
also a member of the house. Unfortunately, the owner 
sold the house sooner than expected, leaving the stu- 
dent artists with plenty of art, but no house 

Although the 750 closed its doors on the weekend 
of March 9, the Art House and its members will relo- 
cate and carry on. The minor setback has not dam- 
pened any spirits. 

“We had an idea, and we saw it to the end... but it’s 
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actually a new beginning.” Poole said

Although it is technically not a gallery, there are 
prices on the individual works of art and interested 
buyers can contact the artists outside of the exhibit 

The organization itself is non-profit. Galleries take 
about 50 percent of the profit from art sales, said 
LaBella. “(Our artists) do straight sells — there is no 
middleman. It’s a place for the artists to show their 
work and see how the public and their peers react.” 

“We want to be credible as a gallery as far as the 
quality of work,” LaBella added, who feels that stu- 
dents’ work is not taken seriously enough

Future of science

The College Satellite Network 
pulled together an impressive list ol 
luminaries from the field of scence 
to discuss “Science, Technology and 
the Future” in another of its series of 
imteractive debates for college stu- 
dents March 11 

Broadcasting from Melbourne, 
Australia, were Barry Jones, minis- 
ter of science, and Peter Garrett, 
lead singer of Midmght Oil and 
former candidate for the Australian 
Senate. The Washington, D.C 
lineup changed over the course of 
the broadcast 

Introduced by host Kevin Sand- 
ers as “a critic of science technol- 
ogy.” Garrett wasted no time attack- 
ing statesmen he believes are being 
“bamboozled by science.” 

“Science and technology have 
presented as many problems as solu- 
tions. The very grave problem poli- 
ticians and leaders face is hunger,” 
he said. 

Jones countered this indictment 
by claiming for science part of the 
credit for improved agricultural 
output and production. 

The program's subject soon 
turned to nuclear weaponry and the 
Strategic Defense Initiative, popu- 
larly known as “Star Wars,” topics 
which would dominate the rest of 
the show. 

Isaac Asimov, in Washington, 
D.C., expressed serious doubts about 
SDI. “I don’t think it’s a practical 
dream.

Exchanges from that point on 
were polarized, with Gen. Daniel 
Graham, “father of SDI,” Richard 
Garwin and Jerry Grey advocating 
the necessity of SDL. On the other 
hand, former astronaut Edgar Mit 
chell, Carol Rosin and Garrett con- 
tinued thew aggressive attack on 
“the people responsible for some- 
thing of such junatic proportions.” 


Garwin deflected cnucisms of 
science as a monolithic bearer of evil 
by extolling the virtues of naviga- 
uonal satellites and surveillance and 
the reconnaissance data provided by 
satellites 


Grey was inflamed by responses 
to a phone-in poll showing that 53 
percent of students responding 
favored strict adherence to a 1972 
US/USS.R treaty in which both 
countnes pledged (in part) not to 
develop, test or research nuclear 
weapons in space. “You can’t ban 
research. It’s essential;: it has to go 
on -—~ if we and the Soviets can 
agree to develop them together, 
with verification as the key.” 


Grey’s statement caused Mitchell 
to gasp, “I think it’s a horrible idea. 
If we can reach the type of agree- 
ments mentioned by Dr. Grey, why 
can’t we reach an agrecment not to 
have them at all?” 

Mitchell went on to express his 
abhorrence of the impending pollu- 
tion of space with old or malfuncti- 
oned satellites, bits and pieces of 
exploded projectiles: “space junk.”

Last week in this space, Sports Editor D.R. Berry put forth some of his 
feelings regarding the CSUS athletics department and its director, Tom 
Pucci. I would like to start this reply by pointing out that D.R. is my friend 
He has his opinion, and I have mine 

Many things have been written lately, in this space and others, about 
the woes of the athletic program here, and there are certainly facts that 
point to problems. What is generally ignored in those stones is the fact that, 
team for team, the CSUS athietic program is stronger now than at any time 
in its history. 

The football team won their first conference championship in 20 years 
this year, despite injuries that would have crippled teams in previous years. 
Yes, we lost to UC Davis. So did everyone else, including Division | 
University of the Pacific. 

Let's talk about Davis for a minute. Students there paid over $200 in 
student activity fees this quarter. Intramural sports get more per student at 
Davis ($27 per year) than intercollegiate athletics at CSUS would have 
gotten under last year's fee increase ($16). Davis’ intercollegiate athletic 
program receives $25 per student per quarter. 

And despite al! of that support, the Hornets beat the Aggies like a drum 
in most sports other than football. 

Our golf team is ranked 3rd in the nation. Baseball is ranked 2nd. 
Volleyball was ranked 3rd all year before losing a controversial match at 
North Dakota State in the regionals. Softball will be in the top 10 when the 
first poll comes out. That, along with football, is one-third of the total 
program. 

In addition to the on-the-field success, student-athletes are tracked in 
academic progress for the first ume ever. 

The only Division II school on the West Coast that can match our 
overall record is CSU Northridge, the school we defeated for the football 
championship. Northridge’s students pay $10 per semester to athletics. 

The point of this essay is that Tom Pucci has done many good things for 
the CSUS athletics department. It is casy to take shots at a man in his 
position, and it is not uncommon for people on both sides of the same issue 
to be unhappy with him. 

It is my feeling that Tom Pucci has given his heart and soul to this 
school for three years. No one here can feel cheated.

Mattos 1s referring to the vigorous off-season training program that his 
football players are put through. The program, which consists mainly of 
weightiifting, 1s outlined in a 75-page booklet describing off-season 
activities 


lo be a college athiete has become a J 2-month project,” Mattos said 
‘No matter what level you're on high school, jumor college or colleg 
off-season weight training is important. The kids who don’t lift won't 
play much, unless they're an O.J. Simpson.’ 
Mattos ties weightlifting together with flexibility and form-running 


exercises and a nutrition program for his players to follow during the 





spring and summer months 

‘You can't improve in size, but you can improve in Strength and 
quickness.” Mattos said. “You win championships in the off-season.’ 

“If the kids don’t follow the program. thev'll die in the heat of August,” 
he said in reference to the first practice sessions. “W eightlifting is the kev 
becoming a successful athlete.” 

While the football players lift practically all year round, and Mattos 
feels he gets the most from the available facilities. he stresses that the 





university needs more

Mattos, a 1975 CSUS graduate and football coach for the past eight

Inspirational ‘Hoosiers’ 
is a humble winner

“Hoosiers,” the new film about an Indiana high 
school basketball team traditional sports 
movie. The film is about redemption. “What it means 
to provide a second chance, not only for oneself but for 
others,” said Angelo Pizzo, writer and producer of the 
movie 

This theme is personified in the character of Nor- 
man Daie (Gene Hackman), who is the mainspring of 
the action. Dale is the new coach of a basketball team 
from Milan High School which will play its way up to 
the 1954 Indiana State Basketball Championship 

Dale is from nowhere; he comes to this remote farm 
community with a mysterious past. Dale's new goal is 
to discipline a bunch of resentful boys into a team. For 
the movie audience, Dale’s life begins in Indiana 
although he is in his 30s. His past remains unknown 

Other stones weave thei plot into Dale's life 

Shooter (Dennis Hopper), the father of one of 
Dale’s piayers, carves his story into the main plot 
Shooter's talent for coaching basketball convinces Dale 
to appoint tum assistant coach.

Rather, the excel- 
fence of a movie that constantly suggests more than the 
audience actuaily knows. Some close-ups repeatedly 
focus on people the audience thinks it knows, but does 
it? 

Fired Murphy, the director of photography, acts like 
an Outside observer.
